What felicity can a Prince or King 
haue,that hath many thouſands of men 
vnder their gouernment, when he muſt 
watch for all, heare the complaints and 
cryes of cucry one; procure cuery mans 
faufeguard , prouoke ſome to doe well 
by liberall gifts ; and others, by terrour 
& feare? He muſt nouriſhpeace amongſt 
his Subics, and defend his Realmea- 
eainſt the inuaſion of forraine enemies, 
belides many other calamities that arc 
depending vpon a Regall Crowne, 
Bur now touching the vnhappy ſtates 
of wicked Princes, vnto whom three 
kindes of people are moſt agreeable and 
familiar. The firſt are flatterers, which 
be the chicfe enemies toall verrue, and 
they that impoifon their ſoules with a 
poiſon ſo peſtiferous, that it is contagi- 
ous toall the world : their Princes fol- 
ly, they call Prudence , their crueltic , 
Iuſtice , their wantonneſle, Loue; their 
fornications, Pleaſures and paſtimes : if

bles,withour participating of themzand 


inthe middeſt ofa babbling multitude, 
to talke oaly with himſelfe, & ro enter- 
taine his thoughts with God. And in 
the meane time, ta imploy his indeuors 
to the edification ofthe Church, ſtrer- 
ching ont his hand to the erroneous, for 
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.* Heraclitus Teares, 
Saluation, rather then to hide his Ta- 
lent in the earth, and to cut himſelfe 
cleane off from the body, andall ciuill 
ſocictic, asan vaprofitable member.

tiques is true, that thee which is of a ſo- 
litarie diſpoſition, is cither of a moft di- 
uine,or very baſe ſpirit, becauſe that he 
doth eſtrange himſelfe from all ſociety, 
cither for that hce hath vertues more 
then humane ;. or that hee is ſo con- 
temptible , and meane, in reſped of

godly: For worldly men in this age are 
doubly poſſeft with waywardnes; their

' [iudgement waxeth weake, & begins to 

| | diminiſh: Wherefore we do wrongful- 
ly call a melancholy humor, wiſedome; 
a diſ-abilitic, ſobriety.; becauſe old age 
leaueth not pleaſure, bur plcafure lea- 


| ueth it, 
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And therefore he doth vadeſeruedly | 
complaine, that the time and manners 
of men are changed into worſe, while 
nothing is changed bur himſelfe : for |

 Heraclitus T eares, 
wither, onely his vices exceprcd. 

That auncicnt man, of whom the A- 
poſtle maketh often mention , becing 
ready to dote,waxcth not old in worid- 
ly age, but then he is in full vigour : He 
therefore feareth approching death,and 
holdeth his life like vato an Ecle, which

What 
are thoſe afflitions; that hee dath .op- 
preſſe his Aduerſarie withall * It is a 
horriblething(faith, the Apoſtle)to fall 
into the hands.of the Liuing God. For 
becauſe hee faith in his anger, asit is 
written jn the 32, Chapter of Degters- 
ie, . T have lifted my hands towards 
heauen, and ſaid, T am the euerhuing; 
God; Let my glittering ſword, 
and iny hand take hold on iudgernent, ] 
will execute vengeance on mine ene-, 
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mies, and will reward them that hate 
me. Praiſed be God, which hath deli- 
ucred vs, and drawne vs from that bur. 
ning furnace of hell,by his Sonne Ieſus 
Chriſt : who (as S. Faxl ſaith to the] 
Galatians) was reuiled for our ſakes, 
& hath called vs our of perpetual dark- 
nes, to his maruellous light: 1.Pet.2.9; 
Is it poſſible for vs to be ignorant what 
that torment is, & not know how much 
he hath ſuffred for to reraine vs in feare, 
and to make vs know the greatneſle of 
the grace of God,and the cxccllence of | 
our Redempti6 ia Ieſus Chriſt his Son, 
who is alſo God ciernally blefled. 
This precedent diſcourſe hath led vs 
through all ages, arid through all the 
moſt ordinary conditions of humane 
life;yet in this voyage,we hauc knowne 
nothing þurt vanity and torment of ſpi- 
rit: And it hath chickely appeared, when 
we hauec caft our eyes vpon rhe diuinc 
prouidence of God, which doth from 
the higheſt Heauens view all che ations 
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of man, not as an idle ſpedtator, bur as a 
wox.Conducer.cand uſt Tudge : And 
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there from aboue, he laughes at the de- 
ſienes of great men, & fruſtrateth their 
enterpriſes , deſtroyeth their rongues 
& ſpirits of Babylonian builders,ruineth 
their greatnes,and breaketh their Scep- 
ters into ſhivers , teaching man that he 
is nothing but duſt, and his wiſedome 
but mcere blindnes,to the endthat hee 
may learne to contemne the world,aud 
tranſport his hopes from earth to hea- 
uen ; & that hauing ſcene ſome beames 
of this terreſtriall ſplendour, which va- 
niſhethas Lightening, hedoth fay with 
S. Peter, It is good that we be here, ler 
vs make our {clues heere Tabernacles. 
Happy is that man, which hauing well 
knowne the vantiy of this world, doth 
retire towards God ;thot he beeing in 
a ſure Hauen afarre off, and that being 
vnder his ſhaddow, as vnder a ſure co- 
uered place, may contemplate the ruine 
of the wicked, the inftability of their 
defignes, rhe folly of their hopes, and 
theeffets of the Tudgement of God. 
Thereupon the Prophet Daxid,in Pſal. 
902. faithalſo: '0 LO RD,how gloriow 
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are thy workes! and thy thoughts are very 
deepe + an unwiſe man knoweth it not;and 
4 fall doth not vnde; ſtand this. When 
the wicked grow as the grafie, and all the 
workes of mickednes doe flouriſh « then they 
ſhall be deſtroyed for exer. It behoueth 
vs, heere to note carefully , that this 
Palme is intituled, A Song forthe Sab- 
bath day : for by it hee doth aduertiſe 
vs, that this meditation requireth a qui- 
ct and reſting ſpirit, which bceing re. 
ſtrained from the preſſe of humane acti- 
ons, doth retire it ſelfe into the Houſe 
of God; according tothat which hee 
ſaith in the 73 Pſalme ; where he doth 
confeſſe, that the proſprrity of wicked 
men hath offended him, and that hee| 
could hardly digeſt it, varill that he had} 
centred into the Sanctuary of the Al-| 
mighty,and conſidered the end of ſuch| 
men : For, to ynderſtand what the true 
happineſſe is, and to vnmaske himſcHe 
to rhe imaginary felicitic of this world, 

itis not neceſſary to goe to Philoſo-: 
phicall ſchooles, or to build his-reſolu- 


tions vPon the opinion of the Valgar,! 
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but to enter into the holy Houſe of 
God, andthere learne what the diffe- 
rence is betweene the riches which he 
ſcattereth vpon this great multitude, 
and that which he reſcructh for his lit- 
tle ones, what the vncertainty of this 
worldly proſperitie is,in reſpe& of the 
certainty of Gods promiſes. But vvith 
what inſenſible chaines doth Satan 
lead men into perdition ? How doth he 
triumph ouer thoſe which triumph in 
this world:how they that thinke them- 
{clues moſt ſure, are ypon the point of 
their ruineand perpetuall deſtrution? 

Let vs furthermore conſider how 
yvaine the glory of man is, in that ſome 
one doth boaſt of his particular ſtreerh, 
wherein it is impoſſible for him cuer to 
equall a Bull. 

Some other doe glory in their 
beauty,when as it is oncly a ſuperficiall 
colour , which couereth the bloud, 
bones, and braines, hideous things to 
ſee. Itisalſoathing that age and many 
maladies haue power to deforme. -.

ſhew their teeth, and feeleth the ſin- 
newes of rheirarmes and legges.

Moreouer the contempt ofthe world, 
born of the loue of God, ſhall at length 
grow to hatred of the world, when 
that beſides the vanity and miſery of it, 
he ſhall 'contemplate the miſchicfe and 
enmitie againſt rhe Almighty vyhich 
there raigneth ; when beſides that va- | 
nity which ſome doe lay open to the 
view ofall , hee will repreſent to him- 
ſelfe the iniquities which are cloſely 
kept, and the Treaſons , Adukeries , 
Murthers, which are privately and lur- | 
kingly committed , when he ſhall con- 
ſiderthe vials of Gods wrathand dil- 
pleaſure powred generally ypon all 
man-kinde : for inthe A 

this 
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this world, it behooueth vs to leaue out 
no part of it, but to obſerue all manner 
of nations and people: amongſt which 
there are many Pagans, which not one- 
ly by a conſequent,but alſo by expreſle 
profeſſion, adore the deuill. The Eaſt 
Indies dedicate their templ&s to him,and 
reucrence him with all reſpe&t, The 
Wet Indies are afflicted and rormented 
ordinarily with ceuill ſpirits. In moſt 
part of the North, lurking deceits, and 
alluming ſtrange ſhapes , are very com- 
mon among the Inhabitants. Sorcery 
is there at ordinary profeſſion, and the 
Diuell reigneth without contradicti. 
on. In that Countrey which did once 
flouriſh, where the Apoſtles had plan- 
ted ſo happily the holy Ghoſt, the 
Churches are now changed into Moſ- 
ques,and Temples of Idolatry. In the 
Welt, the head of the viſible Church is 


| become ancarthly Monarch, and banks 


are created in thoſe places , where,in 
times paſt was the Houſe of God. A- 
mongſt thoſe crroncous and enuious 


peopleare ſcattered the Iewes , _ 
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blaſphemed againſt Ieſus Chriſt, and 
hauing perſecuted him in his life, doe 
iniuriouſly wrong him after his death. 
The Countrey from whence came De- 
creesand Orders for Religion, hathin 
it publike Brothel-houſes, and Sodomy 
is there an vſuall cuſtome. Here it is 
alſo,where doubts in Religion that con. 
cerne a mans faith, are decided in the 
middeſt of corruption. There onely 
remaineth in the world a bandfull of 
people which ſerue Ieſus Chriſt in 
truth and verity ; and they can ſcarce 
receiue breath in this ayre which is ſo 
contrary to them ; beeing here as fiſhes 
without water ; as the remainders of 
reat Maflacres ; as pieces of boords 
cattered after the breaking of a great 
veſſell; and yet neuerthelefſe , among

theſe few that are ſubſtracted out of the 

reſt of the world , corruption doth in- 
creaſe as a Canker or V1cer , Quarrels, | 
Vanity., Superfluity-in Apparcll , Aua- 
rice, Ambition, Sumptuouſneſſe, which 
ſpeadeth fooliſhly , dothinfe rhe one 


part of this ſmall troupe ; for GOD

is ill ſerucd in priuate familics , their 
almes are cold, they pray ſeldome, and 
reade ncuer : In briefe, a contagion of 
vices by conuerſing with our aduerſa- 
ries, doth: infe@ vs, which is the firft 
ſteppeto ſuperſtition ; for errour creeps 
in to vs by vice, and ſpirituall fornica- 
tion by corporall. If therefore where 
God is moſt purely knowne , hee bee 
there ill ſerued, how much more a. 
moneſt the reſt ofche world £ If vices 
doe harbour in the SanQuary , how 
much more in the body of the church 
and habitation of the wicked ? There- 
fore Chriſt doth rightly call Satan, 
The prince of the world;and Peter doth 
iuſtly write inthe ſecond of the £4 &s, 
Saue your ſclues from that peruerſe ge- 
neration , for Satan lieth in ambuſh for 
vs all. This age is infectious , vices arc 
like ynto glue , temptations _—_ , Our 
cnemics mighty , our {clues feeble and 
ignorant, and the way of ſaluation nar- 
row and full of thornes; And few there 
bee (ſaith Chriſt ) that finde it: And 
thoſe which finde it,doe not alwayes 
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keepe it ; but many hauing knowne the 
trucrh, doe leaue it, and returne to their 
vomit, Let vs know then a place fo 
dangerous , that wee may paſle by as 


ſtrangers, which doe nor onely paſſe, 


but alſo ruune from ir, flying from the 
world, to come vnto God, for wee ſhall 
neuer haue repoſe, valeſſe wee reft our 
ſelues ypon him. The heauen moueth | 
alwayes, and yet ir is the place of our 
reſt. On the contrary,the carth reſteth 
alwayes, and yet it is the place of our 
motion. The Quadrants and Horolo- 
gies imitate the motion of heauen , bur 
the faith of the belecuers doth imitate 
the Reſt which is aboue all. Ylyſfes did 
more eſteeme the ſmoake of his owne 
houſe, than the ame of anothers, How 


{ much more then would he eſteeme the 


flame of his owne chimney, than the 
ſmoake of anothers : Wee are heere 
ſtrangers, this is not our houſe: our ha- 
bitation is in heauen. Let vs compare 
the ſmoake of this ſtrange houſe, and 
the darkeneſle of the earth, with the 
beauty and ſplendor of our owne dwel- 
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ling, which is the in Kingdome of hea- 
uen : Here is the reigne of Satan, there 
the Kingdome of God , here isa val- 
ley of teares, there the height ofmirth, 
| here wee ſowe in ſorrow, there wee 
reapeinioy ; here wee ſee the light of 
the Sunne through two. little holes, 
which are called the eyes, there wee re- 


cciue light from God on euery fide, as } 


if wee were all eyes. Therefore , be- 
cauſe God is all in all, to him be ho- 
nour and glory in this world, 
and in the world to 
come, Amen, 
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
